J. Armoy Enox and Sheahan, the 
Sculptor, Fight Their Duel. 


At the Second Fire Mr. Knott Gets a Bullet 
Through His Arm and the Encounter Ends 
—The Whole Party Return to New York, 
Apparently in Good Humor. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New YorK, July 6.—Six men stood on 
Fiddlers’ Island, which lies between Far 
Rockaway and Long Beach, an hour before 
noon yesterday. One of them was Mr. J. 
Armoy Knox, the Texas Sifter. Another 
was Mr. D. B. Sheahan, the sculptor. The 
other four were their seconds in their bloody 
duel they were about to fight, a physician, 
whose professional aid each of the principals 
hoped the other would require, and a mutual 
friend. The meeting was the result of Tues- 
day evening’s quarrel about the merits of 
the machinery of justice in the states of New 
York and Texas, respectively, Knox valiant- 
ly espousing the cause of Texas, and Shea- 
han that of New York. Botn men had come 


to this deserted spot on Long Island’s coast 
prepared to do their best or their worst for 
their states. At 6:30 o'clock in the morning 
Mr. Knox and a friend left the hotel Dam 
without saying where they would go. Mr. 
Sheahan arrived at his domestic hearth late 
on Wednesday night. He informed his wife 
that he should start early in the morning for 
fear of 
BEING ARRESTED 

for sending a challenge. He left his house 
an hour after Mr. Knox left the hotel. He 
kept his movements also in doubt, merely 
saying to his wife that she would hear from 
him or of him soon. The belligerents met ac- 
cording to a preconcerted arrangement at Far 
Rockaway. ‘They then went in the direction 
of Long Beach, and passing the oyster house 
landed on the deserted body of sand known 
to the fishermen as Fiddler's Island. The 
weapons used were the choice of each party, 
time not permitting a uniform pistel to be 
decided upon. Mr. Knox had a four-chamb- 
ered Smith & Wesson 45-calibre revulver. 
Mr. Sheahan had a British bull-dog of no 
particular pattern, but of large size. The ar- 
rangements made by the seconds were to 
stand at twenty paces position, full front, 
and to shoot at the word fre“ without any 
preliminary warning. Any number of shots 
were to be allowed until honor was satisfied 
on both sides. Everything being ready the 
duelists were placed in position. 
“FIRE’’ RUNG OUT 
clearly in the air and the sha 
tions were immediately heard. he first 
shots had no result, that of Mr.

pressed himself quite satisfied with the re- 
sult of the first fire, and suggested that the 
proceedings shuuid come to a close. Not so 
his antagonist, however. The more the vis- 
iter wished to retire the more valiant he be- 
came, and he firmiy stated that “he had 
come there for a purpose, and he was going 
to carry that purpose out at any cost.’ 
There was nothing forit, therefore, but to 
begin again. The men took up their position 
and again “fire!” was shouted out with 
full lung-power. Bang!—bang! went the 
jistols, and Mr. Knox was seen to drop his 
eft arm and start nervously back. 
All rushed up, and the doctor’s services were 
called into requisition. “‘A flesh wound, the 
bullet passing through the brachian muscles 
in the upper part of the arm,” was the 
REPORT OF THE DOCTOR. 
The wound was not dangerous, but it is 
likely to be inconvenient. The seconds and 
others on the ground then interfered, and de- 
clared that enough had been done to satisfy 
everybody, and the affair must close, Mr. 
Sheahan now smiled and declared himself as 
willing to cease hostilities. Not so his 
opponent, however Knox, angered by 
pain, would have gone on, but was persuaded 
to forego his desire. it was decided to re- 
turn, and the boat,which had been sent off to 
cruise at a distance was hailed, and the party 
ret rned to Rockaway, preserving during 
the passage a deathlv silence. On landing 
the whole party proceeded to the Unite 
States hotel, and at separate tables, but in 
the same room, they partook of the much- 
needed refreshment after the exciting events 
of the morning. The needs of the body 
ha ing been satisfied, and the wounded 
man’s hurts having been properly attended 
to in anticipation of a dong journey, the 
train for New York was en. On the ar- 
rival of the party in the city Mr. Sheehan 
bade good-bye to his friends and 
RETIRED TO THAT SECLUSION 
which the law makes necessary. Mr. Knox, 
with his friend Mr. A. M. Chase, drove 
straight to the hotel Dam, took his luggage, 
paid his bill, and proceeded to the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, where he left on the ten 
o'clock train, en route for ‘Texas. All the 
parties sought their respective homes, and 
so ended the dread encounter. 
IS IT A HOAX? 

New York, July 6.—It is reported this 
morning that the duel alleged to have been 
fought between John Armoy Knox and D. 
B. Sheahan yest ‘rday,.and which resulted 
in the wounding of Knox, is a hoax, and 
that the principals never left the city. Many 
are of the opinion that the whole thing is a 
practical joke, originated by Knox in his 
own interest, and itis certain that he had 
no intention of fighting. Neither of the men 
has shown himseif since the _ first re- 

rted breach between them, and nothing 
vefinite is knownin regard to their move- 
ments. a

A MODERN BORGIA. 


Confession of a Texas Woman Who Has 
Poisoned Seven Men. 


GALVESTON, TEX., July 6.—A San Anto- 
nio woman named Christian has confessed to 
poisoning seven men during her life. The 
case has for some months been in the hands 
of detectives, who are now gradually clos- 
ing the cordon of facts, but many of the par- 
ticulars are yet shrouded in mystery, and 
much of the history of this modern Borgia 
has not yet been made public. The crimes 
originated in the New England states, one 
of their ramifications being in Boston, where 
the investigation leading to the develop- 
ments at present known was first instituted. 
The woman has had in all two or three hus- 
bands, each of whom, it is learned, 

DIED VERY SUDDENLY. 

The details of her diabolical deeds are quite 


fully known. In the early morning of No- 
vember 3, 1881, one J. B. Burkett,a stage 
driver, with two passengers, Mr. Howell, of

The belief was entertained atthe 
time that Mrs. Christian had willfully and 
deliberately done the poisoning, but there 
was no direet proof, and she managed to 
escape the law.

THE ANTI-MONOPOLISTS. 


Platform of the New Party—lIts — 
manent Organization. “aes 


CuHIcaGo, July 6.—At the afternoon ses- 
sion ot the National convention of anti- 
monopolists, yesterday, the following plat- 
form was submitted by the committee on 
resolutions and platform; 

It is the duty of the government to regu- 


late transportation, prescribing both mini- 
mum and maximum charges, preventing 
pooling and other like combinations and dis- 
criminating between towns and individuals, 
and the consolidation of competing lines, 
thus protecting the corporations in Their le- 
gal rights and the people from extortionate 
charges. 

A postal telegraph system is demanded by 
every interest in the country, to be operated 
by the postal department. 

It is the duty of congress to declare for- 
feited all lands not equitably earned by con- 
struction of the designed railroads within 
the time prescribed by the law for com- 
pletion, and restore the same to the public 
domain for the benefit of actual settlers, and 
all public lands shall be reserved for the use 
of actual settlers. We view with alarm the 
acquirement of lands in the United States by 

n-resident foreigners, and we favor such 
changes of the laws as will prevent the own- 
ership of any part of our soil by any except 
residents, 

We oppose the issue and control of the 
currency by banks which now enjoy the 
special privilege of charging interest upon 
their own promises to pay. We favor the cbin- 
age of gold and silver, and we demand that 
the volume yf money be carefully restricted 
by law. We demand that the national bank- 
ing system be abolished and the national 
bonds be paid off as speedily as possible. 
We demand the establishment of a gradu- 
ated income tax. Postal savings banks 
should be established that the people may 
have a safe depository. 

The patent laws should be so amended as 
to protect inventors. All public officials, in- 
cluding the president and vice-president shall 
be elected by a direct vote of the people. 

Congress has no authority to tax the peo- 
ple except for the purpose of raising neces- 
sary revenue, and in framing tariff laws that 
object should be kept in view. We denounce 
the present tariff as being whollyin the in- 
terest of monopoly and demand that it be 
speedily and radically reformed and free 
trade established. 

D. M. Clark of Iowa offered a minority re- 
port demanding equal suffrage rights for wo- 
men. After some discussion and a speech 
by Mrs. Todd, the convention adopted a sub- 
stitute that the women’s suffrage convention 
was one which the people of each state 
should pass upon. ' are

The contents of the first barrel 
entered Joan McCormick’s head, killing her 
instantly, who was suspected of the 
murder, returned the gun to Merritt, statin 
t ne had killed one wolf with it, an 
wanted to borrow it again in order to kill an- 
other one. This Was refused, and shortly 
afterwards Reed disappeared. A posse to 
arrest him was form and, when he was 
caught, excitement was so intense that he 
narrowly escaped . He made a 
written confession, after my lodged in 
jail, from which he escaped in March, 1872. 
Since then nothing had been heard from him 
until the day of his arrest. There is some 
talk of lynching him when he gets back to 
DeKalb county, as there are many who 
would like to engage in such an enterprise.

Details of the Killing of the County 
Commissioners of Grand County, Col. 


DENVER, COL., July 6.—The details of the 
assassination ofthe county commissioners 
and county clerk at Grand Lake on the 
Fourth reached here yesterday. The mur- 
der grew out of the troubles over the change 
of the county seat from Hot Sulphur Spring 
to Grand Lake and back again. The com- 


missioners have been intimidated from hold- 
ing a meeting for months past. They finally 
determined to hold a meeting at all hazards, 
and on Monday and Tuesday transacted a 
small amount of routine business. They 
were to have had another meeting on 
Wednesday morning at ten o’clock. On that 
day Commissioners Day and Webber and 
Clerk Dean, who boarded with Mrs. Young 
at her house, which is a quarter of a mile 
around the end of the lake, in order to reach 
the place of meeting had to pass through a 
small thicket of pines. ‘They had gone part- 
ly through when three mas men sprang 
before them and commenced firing instantly.

impurity, and wherever the board of health 
is derélict the fetid and noisome odors that 
exbale are worse than a mere nuisance; they 
are a warning of danger to health and to life. 

This state of affairs is a disgrace to the 
city. It is not a pleasant duty to mention it, 
and it would be easier and more agreeable to 
follow the example of the board of health 
and ignore it. But the people who suffer 
from it cannot ignore it, and the Posr-Dis- 
PATCH, as the people's paper, does not pro- 
pose to ignore it. The complaints that come 
to us are too numerous and emphatic to be 
neglected, even if we were disposed to 
neglect them, as we are not, and we propose 
to let the people of St. Louis know just what 
kind of sanitary care and attention they are 
receiving from the expensive city govern- 
ment they maintain and pay for. 

It is no palliation of the offense to plead 
that there isan interregnum in the health 
commissioner’s office. The fact that the 
work of the board of health is interfered 
with and interrupted by a stupid quarrel 
between two departments of the city govern- 
mentis an aggravation of the offense, not 
an excuse for it, and makes the responsi- 
bility all the heavier. We have called atten- 
tion to some of the more glaring and inex- 
cusable nuisances and have helped to 
strengthen that public sentiment which is 
outraged by municipal neglect. If complaints 
which are made tothe officials are pigeon- 
holed and disregarded, they will receive 
better treatmentin our columns, which are 


freely open for the benefit of the public.

THE EXCURSION BUSINESS. 


The people of St. Louis who sought to en- 
joy themselves at the various picnics adver- 
tised for the Fourth of July received a lesson 
in picnicking, which they will not soon 
forget. Every device seems have been 
resorted to, to draw a crowd, and every pro- 
vision negleeted for the accommodation of a 
crowd. The Union depot is so notorious a 
farce, that it was thought nothing new could 
be developed in the way of lack of accom- 
modations, but the various railroads, which 
had advertised excursion trains, added a 
giaring lack of management to the Union 
depot shortcomings, in requiring the tens of 
thousands of exeursionists, who started from 
the Union depot to buy their excursion 
tickets at the one cuddy-hole, which is all 
the ticket selling department furnished in 
the Union depot. This was the beginning 
ofa small series of gouges and extortions, 
which marred the pleasure of the people, 
and which show the local management of the 
St. Louis passenger traffic in a bad light. 

We are at a loss to account for the policy 
which prevailed. The general experience of 
the publicis that the railroad officials here 
are men of ability and sense; they hold their 
positions for the purpose of advancing the 
interests of the railroads; they do not habit- 
ually make false promises, nor challenge 
public ill-will by inviting the people on ex- 
cursions which are a succession of discom- 
forts, annoyances and disappointments, and 
yet the Fourth of July record is largely made 
up of experiences of that nature. One of 
the first duties of any railroad management 
is to provide accommodations for the travel 
it invites, and if there is no other way of 
securing this ordinary requirement, it may 
be necessary to passa law that a passenger 
who fails to find accommodations need not 
be required to pay his fare.

HOARDED COIN, 

Assistant Treasurer Acro, while impart- 
ing some information on the subject of the 
trade doliar toa New York press reporter 
the, other day, took occasion to fug lu the 
stereotyped complaint that the people refuse 
to take the standard silver dollars and leave 
them lying in idle bulk in the treasury 
vaults, The New York Herald also, in pro- 
testing hotly against the redemption of the 
trade dollar, apparently argues in favor of 
putting the standard dollars under the ban of 
demonetization, declares it worth less than 
the trade dollar, and indorses the following 
estimate of how much this standard dollar 
costs the country: (1) At least $24,000,000 a 
year for silver bullion alone; (2) an annual 
loss of interest on the coins idly hoarded in 
the treasury vaults, and at three per cent 
this will amount to about $1,300,000, or the 
profits, assumed at twenty cents per bushel, 
on 9,000,000 bushels of wheat; (3) as the cost 
of these coins is defrayed by taxation, they 
represent some $60,000,000 in value of Indus- 
trial products of the country withdrawn 
from the channels of domestic trade or for-

now 8198. 000,000 of gold “idly hoarded in the 
treasury vaults,” against which there are 
only $60,000,000 of gold certiticates outstand- 
ing, leaving $138,000,000 of gold “withdrawn 
from’ the channels of domestic trade of 
foreign commerce.” According to the same 
statement there are $112,000,000 of silver 
hoarded in the treasury vaults, against 
which there are $72,000,000 of silver certif- 
icates outstanding, leaving only $40,000,000 
of silver coins “withdrawn from the chan- 
nels of domestic trade or foreign commerce.” 
Thus we see that, of coin which stays out of 
circulation, there are three dollars of gold 
for one of silver, and if the interest lost on 
the idle silver is $1,800,000, the interest lost on 
the Idle gold is $5,400,000. As to the cost of 
the bullion, the gold coin costs more per dol- 
lar than the silver, and when a workingman 
pays a debt or makes a purchase, the stand- 
ard silver dollars are worth just as much to 
him as the same amount in gold coin. 

The simple truth is that all the coin 
‘“hoarded”’ in the treasury vaults is repre- 
sented by legal-tender treasury notes and 
coin certificates in active circulation. The 
people prefer such currency to either silver 
or gold coins, and therefore both kinds of 
coin return to the treasury about as fast as 
they are paid out. If a tendency to remain 
in vaults is a reason for melting down and 
abolishing our standard silver dollars, it is 
as strong a reason for treating our gold coins 
in the same way. 


THE budget of the Mexican government, 
as laid down inthe Associated Press dis- 
patches, is certainly an unpromising one. 
An annual revenue of $30,000,000 and an esti- 
mated annual expenditure of $42,000,000 
leaves a pretty wide gap to be bridged over. 
With efficiency, economy and honesty it 
might be possible for Mexico to pull along 
until the completion of atleast one of the 
new lines of railroad connection with the 
United States had demonstrated how much 
elasticity there was in the new move- 
ment. Unfortunately, Mexico is act- 
ing very rashiy and _ foolishly in 
financial matters. It is subsidizing horse- 
car lines, emigrant colonies, paper-mills, 
steamship companies, wild-cat railroads and 
other odds and ends of enterprise with a 
liberality that would eat up the surplus of 
the United States, and her government does 
not seem to have taken any warning. It is 
simply nonsense to expect a country to 
master the difficulties of a financial storm 
when it votes away its resources as Mexico 
is now doing, and unless the brakes are put 
on quickly there 1s inevitable disaster ahead 
in the railroad boom. 


AFTER all the contest over the high license 
law we are promised a peaceful ending of 
the controversy. Weare informed on the 
very best authority that the controlling in- 
fluences in the body of saloon-keepers accept 
the law. They recognize that it will shut 
out from business acertain number of re- 
spectable saloons, but chiefly those which 
are merely appendages to corner groceries, 
and the closing of which entails little loss 
either to the public or to the publican. On the 
other hand we are promised an increase of 
revenue which is much needed in the inter- 
ests of the city, and an enforcement of the 
Sunday law, which is also much needed in 
the interest of public morality. It is to the 
credit of the saloon-keepers that they almost 
unanimously oppose the attempt to discrim- 
inate by issuing wine and beer licenses, 
which would open the door to wholesale 
fraud, and they, in common with all good 
citizens, want to see the laws fairly 
enforced. 2 


Gov. BUTLER’s recent veto of the 82,000, 
000 appropriation bill has attracted less at- 
tention than his Tewksbury alms-house in- 
vestigation, but it has done its work quite 
effectually. The Massachusetts legislature 
sustained the veto, and the friends of the 
appropriation will try to get along with a 
half million dollars less. This almost un- 
noticed incident is really a very significant 
one. The real and vital issue between the 
two parties is one of economy. If the demo- 
cratic party can show by its acts that It 18 
really in favor of cutting down the wasteful 
expenditures which have grown to be one of 
the great abuses of politics, then it is the 
national party, it ought to rule, and it will 
prevail. In Massachusetts and New York 
democratic governors have recently given 
evidence that their party is opposed to ex- 
travagance, and they have tried to stop it, 
and the significance of these acts is not 
likely to be lost on the people. 


Mr. WILLIAus, the chairman of the 
Michigan central committee of the green- 
back party, is a delegate in the anti-monop- 
oly convention at Chicago, and says he 
canot see how a man can be a protectionist 
and an anti-monopolist at the same time. 
On the other hand, the anti-monopollsts from 
New York are howling protectionists, and 
deciare that, without protection and a good 
deal of it, the anti-monopoly party must 
perish. Yetthereis really no difference in 
the sentiments of these brethren. They 
would all be monopolists if they could. 
Each would protect and aggrandize his own 
littie monopoly as much as possibile, and 
kick like a mule against being taxed to sup- 
port some other man’s monopoly.

Some interest attached tg 
this litigation. In April, 1880, Britton 4 
Hili of legal and greenback fame, w)jj, 
looking for a suitable lot upon which he pro, 
posed to erect the Polytechnic Iron works 
had his attention drawn toa lot on the west 
side of Sixth street, fifty feet south of Pop. 
lar. He requested E. B. Wolff. a member of 
the bar, who at that time hai an 
to ascertain who 
property. It was found 
that the lot was assessed in the name of. 
Joseph F. Tessier. At the probate oftice it 
was found that Josepn Tessier of this city 
in leaving a will devising hig 
ro to the widow, Mary Tessier. Mr. 
olff examined the records and found no 
conveyance made by the widow, and py 
liens upon the lot. r. Hill probably foung 
from the directory that Mrs. Mary Tessier 
resided here and called upon her. After a cop. 


obtained a fifty-year lease upon the lot. Mrs. 
Tessier informed Mr. Hi at her husband 
owned some unimproved property in this city 
and in Oarondelet, but since his death shg 
ad been so much troubled with sickness 
that she had not given the property muchi at. 
tention and had been unable to 
upon it. The Polytechnic lot was 4 
sinkhole much below the grade, and 
was partly inclosed by bill-posters’ fences, 
After the loeation of the Poplar street track 
the property in the vicinity became almost 
unsalable. Mr. Hill recorded the lease, and 
to erect the Polytechnic foundry 
which was completed toward the close of 
1880, at a cost of $5,500. The machinery cost 
$4,000.; After the works were in operation 
Aloysius N. F. Tissier, who resided jn 
France, instituted in this court an action in 
ejectment against Hill. He claimed title by 
inheritance from his father, Joseph Felix 
Tissier, who died previous to 1857. His title 
was acquired OF deeds duly recorded Ay. 
gust 30, 1851. The disputed lot was invent 
oried in the Tissier estate. The eject. 
ment suit resulted in a judgment against 
Mr. Hill and in favor of Mr. Tissier, for 
ion of the lot, and under tne common 
aw that judgment would entitle him to res. 
titution of the lot and the improvements 
thereon. Mr. Hill brought an action against 
Mr. Tissier and the sheriff, to restrain exeen- 
tion of the writ. The case upon its merits 
prasented but one question: Did Britton X. 
Iill have notice of Aloysius N. F. ‘Tissier’s 
title before he made the improvements? If 
he did have such knowledge he could not 
have made the improvements in good faith, 
but should be treated as a trespasser, acting 
in his own wrong. It has been held in this 
state that where a person made an entry 
upon land and made his improvements be- 
lievin that by suc entry be 
woul get a good title from 
the governmen and afterwards the 
land was paten to another, who brought 
an ejectment suit and recovered, neverthe- 
less the occupying claimant would be en- 
titled to compensation for his improvements. 
Did Mr. Hill have notice of such {facts as 
would puta

upon inquiry? There were advertising 
boards on the lot offering it for sale prior w 
1880, The court thinks that Mr. 1 
experience in real estate litigation 
call for any opinion from any one else. He 
must be held to have acted upon his own 
— There was such a similarity of 
he name of Tissier aud ot the deceased hus- 
band of Mary Tessier, both being named 
Joseph, that a mistake might have easily been 
made.” It did not appear that Mr. Hill 
was aware that there had ever been a person 
by the name of Tissier. It all tends to show 
that he acted in good faith, not that he was 
cautious or properly diligent to discover the 
true owner. A finding is entered in favor of 
the plaintiff, Mr. Hill, and that the value of 
the improvements exceeds the value of the 
land, aside from the improvements. The 
land is of the value of $5,000, and the plaint 
iff is required to deposit that sum in court to 
use of defendant ‘lissier, together with ail 
the costs of this action, within ten days. If 
he fails to do this the petition will be dis- 
missed at his cost, and the injunction will be 
dissolved. If this order is complied with the 
injunction will be made perpetual and the 
defendant will be required to execute a con- 
veyance of the lot to plaintiff. .

GETTING UP APPETITE. 
The above communication was received 
this morning by the Posr-Disr Aren from one 
of its subscribers, in consequence of which a 
reporter visited the Mefcantile, the St. Louis 
and the University clubs and intervieweu the 
supérintendents on the subject of grand din- 
ners, the result of which is given in the fol- 
lowing article: 
The manner of serving agrand dinner or 
banquet varies so much under different cir- 
cumstances that it.is almost impossible to 
lay down a plan or present a bill of fare that 
Will more than approximate what may be 
presehted on any particular occasion. e 
custom of fashion in such matters is as 
changeable as the fashions in all the otner de- 
tails of human life. In the days of our fath- 
ers the banquet hall, when prepared for the 
reception of the guests, presented a far dif- 
ferent appearance from that demanded by 
the customs of the present day. 
THE MENU, 
or a large part of it, was,in those days, 
placed on the table. There was one central 
dish ana any number of other dishes subor- 
dinate in a greater or less degree to their 
own. Their cen dish was general- 
ly a roast of some kind, 
and was always handsomely decorated. 
When the guests were seated about the table 
whoever had the honor of being placed at 
the head carved this dish, and it was passed 
around, so that each might help himself. 
Each course followed in order and was 
passed in much the same way. In these 
strictly modern times this is all changed. 
THK MODUS OPERANDI 
of the fete has been completely revolution- 
ized. On entering the banquet hall now you 
will find nothing on the tabies but fruits and 
flowers. A large dish of fruits, oranges, ba- 
nanas, nuts, etc., artistically ree re den- 
erally in the form of a pyramid, and beauti- 
fully decorated with a rim and crown of 
flowers and overhung with smilax, orna- 
ments every table. menu is all served 
indishes. The bill of fare must necessarily 
vary with the seasons of tue year. 
WINTER BILL OF FARE. 
In winter we might present a bill of fare 
something like the following: The first dish 
served is soup. Under this head many dif- 
ferent kinds may be used—for instance, 
julie-se, consomme, tomato and rice; mock 
turtle, «x tail and many others are com- 
mende. Relishes may follow in the form 
of greea olives, celery, radisnes, English 
wate: cress,etc. The next course is fish. 
Cal fo, a salmon, pompano halibut and 
22 mackerel are all favorites in winter. 
any others may be named here. ‘Ihe en- 
tree,course, which follows next in order, may 
consist of scalloped chicken in shells, sweet- 
breads, glace au jus, tenderloin of beef in 
various forms, étc. A variety of vegetable 
dishes are scattered all through the courses. 
_Roast follows the entree and may be of 
~praisie chicken, pheasant, saddle of venison, 
southdown mutton, or turkey, and may be 
served with French peas, asparagus, and 
many other vegetable dishes. The dessert 
follows, and may be presented in innumer- 
ableforms. Ices generally form a prominent 
feature in this part of the 
bill fare, except in wid-winter, 
and even then they are used. Tutti frutti, 
lemon meringue, puddings of different kinds,

In conversation with a Posr-Disraron

sauterne soup is served. The next course is 
fish.

MANUAL TRAINING. 


Dr. Laws Explains His Speech at 
Sweet Springs. 


Not an Attack on the School—Its Proper 
Place and Value—High Mental Culture In- 


Ls ey with Trade Instruction. 
„President S. S. Laws, of the State univer- 


sity, came down from Columbia last night 
on business connected with the university. 
and is stopping at the Southern hotel. In 
a talk with a Post-DisPatcH reporter, the 
subject of Dr. Laws’ criticism on the manual 
training school of Washington university, at 
the Sweet Springs convention, was referred 


to. Dr. Laws said: “I was misrepresented 
by most of the city ene What I did say 
was said in e most friendly 
and good-natured way, whereas 
was — ecm as making a feeling and ve- 
hement attack. Neither did I volunteer to 
express my opinion, but after. Prof. Wood- 
ward had explained the workings of his 
school, 1 was called upon to declare what I 
thought of the plan of introducing manual 
training into the public school system. I 
then asked the professor two questions. One 
was as tothe cost of inaugurating the de- 
partment, to which he answered about $70,- 
000; and the other was asto whether the 
labor of the students was utilized by the sale 
of products. To this he answered no, 
as the work was general and not special in 
its character. I then said in substance that 
did not think it practicable to introduce 
such a system of 
MANUAL TRAINING 
in the public schools, as it was too ex- 
pensive and the results were not practical 
enough. I considered it my duty to speak on 
the subject as in one sense a public man, and 
being called upon to speak upon a topic in 
my line—that of education. I think 
the exercises of the manual training 
school valuable in their way, as recreation, 
but do not consider them valuable as a 
means of teaching trades to boys. It is im- 
ible to generalize trade instructions. 
tach trade and each tool used in the trade 
requires a particular dexterity which is ac- 
quired by 4 in that 
particular trade and in the use of a particular 
tool. Inno other way can trades be taught, 
and moreover, the student in learning a 
general use of his hands, and even in learn- 
ing a special trade, is a dead expense for the 
first two years or so, The best efforts to 
combine instruction with manual labor 
and also to teach trades to mere have 
been madein New York. Cooper institute 
— „ — opportunity to work- 
ingmen to obtain: information. The other 
instance I remember seeing in the Post- 


DisPATCH, as taken from the New 
York Morning Journal—an ac- 
count of a weaith gentleman estab- 


lishing an open-air work-shop for the manual 
training of boys, but he furnished all the 
tools and a boss workman for each trade. 
CARPENTERING AND BRICKLAYING 
and other trades were taught by practical 
work in them and by competent me- 
chanics. This was not dilettanteisr., 
but practical instruction in special lines. It 
isa good thingif a rich man chooses to es- 
tablisa a Normal training school such as the 
one in St. Louis, and it is valuable, as I have 
said, as a recreation and as exercise.”’ 

“You were reported as saying that the 
learning of trades and the attainment of 
high mental cultivation were incompatible: 
how is that?“ 

That is just my opinion. One must take 
the precedent to attain the best results in 
either. It stands to reason. Every man 
has a certain quantity of nerve force 
which, if he expends in physical labor, he 
cannot attain the best results in mental ef- 
fort, or vice versa. As soon as physical ex- 
ercises become toil, then there isa drain on 
the strength which must be recuperated be- 
fore either mental or physical effort can 
be made again to advantage. TLo make a 
good scholar or mechanic,a man must choose 
one field,and the other must be subordinated 
and cept in its place. This does 
not prevent a mechanic from becoming in- 
telligent or a scholar from becoming 
skiliful to a certain’ degree in the use of 
tools; but he must choose bis special 
line to attain the best success. In all that I 
said about the training school I simply 
viewed its value as adepartment of public 
instruction, and was not attacking it in its 
place by any means. None of the instruct- 
ors in it took any exception to my words. 

IN THE STATE UNIVERSITY, 

under the act of 1862, we have a 
special industrial department, includin 
instruction in agriculture, engineering an 
mining, and have attained considerable suc- 
cess in all of them. With the loss of the 
apprentice system and the attitude of the 
unions on this question, the best methods of 
teaching trades has become an important 
problem. It is nota new question. As early 
as 1747 the Berlin institution was 
founded, but the foreign schools either 
teach special trades and subordinate mental 
culture, or they are formed for the 
purpose of giving men who § have 
trades some intellectual cultivation. I have 
learned and wor at a trade myself 
and I know what I am talking about. 
think if you will ask any inteiligent mater 
mechanic his opinion that he will agree with 
me.
